COMPENSATION LAW 


Belief Entertained by Superintendent 


H. C. Euell—No Steps Taken 
By Board of Education. 


Although the matter has not been 


formally brought before the Board of 
Education Superintendent of the city 
schools, H. C. Buell is of the opinion 
that the board is included in the oper- 
ation of the workmen's compensation 
law through the employment of teach- 
ers, janitors and others, "more than 
four" as the law provides. The ex- 
pense to the district would be based 
upon the salaries paid out last year, 
and will probably be between $200 
and $300 dollars.

Weakens Senate Majority. 
The death of Senator Johnston 
weakens the democratic- majority on 
the administration tariff bill in the 
senate, though party leaders Insist 
that there will still be no serious 
difficulty in passing the measure. 


In the democratic senate caucus it 
was announced that forty-nine sena- 
tors had declared they would support 
the bill on its final passage. At that 
time Senators Ransdell and Thornton 
ot Louisiana were the only ones to 
declare they would vote against the 
bill because of the sugar schedule 
On the basis 
of 
the caucus align- 
ment democratic leaders figured that 
the vote on the tariff bill without de- 
flections from either side would be 
49 to 47 for its passage. The death 
of Senator Johnston leaves the calcu- 
lation 48 to 47. 


Leaves No Margin. 


In the event that any western sen- 
ator who does not strongly favor free 
sugar might possibly vote against the 
bill the democrats have been count- 
ing on the vice president to carry the 
day in case of a tie. Senator Johns- 
tons' death, provided his seat is not 
filled before the vote on the tariff 
bill, removes the vice president from 
the range of possibility on any strict 
alignment.

President Huerta of Mexico is serious- 
ly considering refusing to accept the 
mission of special Ambassador Lmd, 
sent by President Wilson, and that 
if this event/ occurs, armed interven- 
tion will follow. Everyone apparent- 
ly realizes the situation as regards 
Mexico is tense at this time and that 
if something snaps, serious trouble, 
possibly an armed conflict, may fol- 
low, but it is not probable. 
The Christian Science Monitor dis- 


cusses President Wilson and his atti- 
tude toward Mexico as follows: 


"If the United States had not real- 


ized before the development of the 
Mexican problem to its present com- 
plexity that it 
had -in the White 


House" an official who

stand calmly and immovably by his 
own convictions as to national duty, 
it cannot have failed now to reach 
that conclusion.

Tobacco Noted Throughout Rock 


County District. 


It would sem to anyone who travel- 
ed over the tobacco growing sections 
August 1st that there is a good deal of 
small, late tobacco that needs the very- 
best of weather conditions 
to see it 
safely through the harvest. While the 
state has had an abundance of ram, 
possibly too much, the fields are not 
making the headway 
of other 
years 
under similar favorable weather. It is 
claimed, and probably is true, that the 
plant roots have been kept too near 
the surface and have not penetrated 
the soil deep enough to give the usual 
fast development. T'his might account 
also for slow growth of some fields 
and the lack of spread of leaf after 
topping in the early fields. In any 
event a crop of average size and qual- 
ity is not yet made and a full montn 
or six weeks will be necessary with 
the most favorable weather conditions 
to bring about a satisfactory tobacco 
crop. That portion of the crop ready 
for topping about the 15th looks like 
the better prospects at this writing. 
—Edgerton Reporter.

Chicken and Baked Noodles. 
The chicken is cooked slowly as 


for any fricassee of chicken, being 
Well cut up. When nearly done, re- 
move to a spider and brown in but- 
ter. 
Cook sufficient home-made noo- 
dles in this boiling stock fifteen min- 
utes, and then turn them into a 
greased baking pan, putting bits oli 
butter, line breau crumbs and cheese 
over the top and baking in a hot 
oven.

Gravy is then 
made from the ch'icken stock, a well 
beaten egg added to it and poured 
o/ver the chicken on a hot platter.

eat, using up the small hits that were 
left on the platter for a savory stew, 
and finally using the bones for soup, 
you conserve 
it. That is 
you use 


every bit of it for the satisfaction o£ 
your family's hunger, in so careful a 
way that it goes twice as far as it 
would in

hands of a careless 
housekeeper.

Points to Defects and Fallacies in 


Present Legislative Methods 


Which Result in Ob- 


noxious Laws. 


"The legislature as at present con- 
stituted should be abolished. 
In its 
place should be a one house body of 
from nine to fifteen members elected 
for comparatively long terms. 
This 
reform cannot safely 
precede, 
but 
should immediately follow the adop- 
tion of the initiative, referendum and 
recall. Until the legislature is so 
constituted, law-making will continue 
to be a combination of fortune and 
misfortune, and not the scientific pro- 
cess the problems of modern industry 
and civilization require." 
This statement was made today by 
Senate Chief Clerk F. M. Wylic, 
in 
discussing the length of this session 
of the legislature and the many legis- 
lative mishaps that have marked its 
course. Mr. Wylie has been a clerk 
of the senate for five successive ses- 
sions, being chief clerk for 
the last 
two. He also was in Washington dur- 
ing two sessions of Congress, as sec- 
retary to Congressman J. M. Nelson, 
and as assistant to Senator La Fol- 
lette. He is closely allied with the 
progressive republican party, is con- 
nected with the- republican state cen- 
tral committee, is director 
of 
the 
Progressive Legislation News Bureau, 
and is close to the La Follette leaders 
in the state. His 
statement 
may, 
therefore, be significant of a big new 
progressive issue on the horizon. 
"Our legislative system is 
funda- 
mentally wrong," continued Mr. Wy- 
lie. It was evolved out of the condi- 
tions and thought of the middle ages. 
It was a great forward step at that 
time for it -wrought 
more 
general 
subsantial justice than 
the Divine 
Right of Kings, but its inadequacies 
may be traced from the time of its 
origin, and with, greater clearness as 
history nears our own time. 
It is 
entirely unable to deal competently 
with the stupendous industrial and 
other problems that face modern civ 
ilization. 
"Having for five sessions observed 
the innermost details of our cumber- 
some legislative 
machinery in this 
state, and having during the 
same 
time observed at first hand the same 
unwieldly machinery on a larger scale 
in Washington, I have had a growing 
impression of what would be ludicrous- 
if it were not fraught with such en- 
ormous consequences in the attempts 
of modern scientific 
thought 
and 
method to work with this 
amateur 
law-making device. 
"The device in this country had t 
sigleness of purpose—to represent the 
people and the states. As problems- 
of legislation have tfrown in size and 
complication, the increasing member 
ship due to the growth of the country 
has made less adequate this legisla- 
tive tool of representative government 
so that with the requirements steadily 
increasing, and its competency stead- 
ily decreasing, the hopelessness 
o; 
the system itself is becoming more 
and more evident. 
"During five sessions of the Wiscon- 
sin legislature. I have sat day aftei 
day and seen members groping in the 
dark on vital involved questions thai 
they were compelled to determine in 
a few moments. 
Day after day, 1 
have- seen the houses of the legisla 
ture solemnly pass acts that a schoo' 
boy could pick to pieces. Time aftei 
time, I have seen bills pass upon ai; 
explanation by a single member that 
fifteen minutes 
investigation 
would 
show to .be erroneous, for the sole 
reason that the system did 'not afford 
to each member the fifteen minutes 
on each bill. Time after time, I have 
seen legislation admittedly bad pass 
or legislation admittedly 
good 
fail. 
through the forces that play upon so 
constituted and organized a body, or 
by reason of . its sheer 
cumbersome 
ness. 
"As in everything else of course 
individuals and parties are held res 
ponsible for the consequences of the 
system. 
But the most 
thorough]} 
able men in the nation have sat it 
the legislatures and in congress, and 
they have accomplished such wonder 
ful results In spite of the impossi 
bilities of the system, that it givet 
rise to regretful conjecture as to wha 
they might have accomplished with 
an adequate and scientific legislative 
organization with which to work. 
"When the initiative, referendum 
anr recall shall be facts, such an or 
ganization may be provided. .-These 
levers of direct control in the hands 
of the people are more direct ana 
more effective powers than the smal 
district, short term, and double house 
safeguards that are the main struc 
ture of our present legislative system 
With the initiative, referendum, and 
recall, a large district, long term body 
will be safer than our present legisla 
tive body, even from, a representa 
live point of view. With these the 
people will have continuous control o 
the representative's position contin 
nous power of veto, and continuous 
power of direct legislation. 
Then 
the present great causes 
of legisla 
tive inefficiency 
may be abolished 
The law-making branch of the govern 
ment may be composed of one house 
in Wisconsin of from nine to fifteen £ 
members, elected for comparatively 
long terms, and compensated for their 
whole time by adequate annual sal- 
aries. The body may sit continuously 
and meet questions of legislation as 
they 
arise. 
Safeguards 
may 
be 
thrown about the passage of legisla- 
tion on short notice and about undue 
delay by requirements similar to the 
three-fifths 
appropriation and 
tax 
fjuorum, 
the 
constitutional a.mend- 
.ments majority of members elected 
and the banking law two-thirds major- 
ity provisions of our present consti- 
tution. 
"Each member may vote upon his 
own knowledge and mastery of the 
subject. 
All important questions may 
be considered in committee of 
the 
whole, and every member benefit by 
the special knowledge and 
informa 
lion of experts and of parties directly 
concerned, instead of this opportunity 
being confined to small committees. 
and the great bulk of the membership 
having to decide upon faith, prejudice 
and guess-work, the 
only methods 
available under the present system 
In a body of ten or fifteen men, ernes 
tions may be so debated and threshed 
out that all master the. subject and 
the resulting statute contain the best 
thought, of each. Scientific 
legisla- 
ting would be the profession practi- 
cally the sole occupation, of the mem- 
bers of such a body, instead of law- 
making being a transitory incident foi 
a few days each week of a few months 
once or twice in a busy and engrossed 
lifetime, as it is with most o£ the 
members of present legislatures. 
"This plan, will not be a panacea 
for all legislative and 
governmental 
ills. It will have its own peculiar
